Public Aid Rolls 
Drop In April 

Springfield, III. — In April, 
the public aid rolls dropped 
by 7,778 persons from the 
previous month, according 
lo-n-report-releascd-July— 1 
by Harold O. Swank, direc- 
tor of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Aid. 
■- The April reductions 
brought the public. aid rolls 
down to '127,203 recipients; 
compared to 434,981 in 
March. ' The caseload for 
April 1965 was 7.082 below 
the April 1964 total of 434,- 
285. 

Public' Aid expenditures 
in April were $25,711,344 
compared to $27,384,444 in 
March. Payments for some 
medical services provided 
in prior months were includ- 
ed in the March expendi- 
tures: Medical payments in 
April were lower than March 
by $1,199,503. Expenditures 
in April 1964 were $24,277,- 
300. These amounts include 
payment for burials, foster 
care— ror-.AIiC^chjldrciv re- 
moved from Wsuilablc 
homes and aid to the medi- 
cally indigent in Cook 
County. ' . 

Lake County had a total 
of 2,780 persons on public 
aid in April, at a total cost 
of $151i635.
